This special meeting of the 
Falls School Board was called 
so board m em bers could clear 
the air of misunderstanding and 
confusion surrounding the fail­

anything, 
last 
night’s 
meeting 
poured 
more 
smoke into the air from the 
fires ignited by angered resi­ 
dents. 


Following the Falls session, 
an 
executive 
meeting 
of 
the 
jointure was held, presum ably 
to attem pt to settle the presi­ 
dency stalem ate. This morning 
board m em bers would only offer 
‘no 
com m ent” 
when 
quizzed 
about the results. 


There w ere m any supporters 
of the school board at the m eet­ 
ing, but the most vocal were 
those opposing it and its alleg­ 
ed control by Berkes. 


Angry Denials 


In his first attem pt to speak, 
Berkes was shouted down. 


When longtime D e m o c r a t 
Martin Cassidy alleged that Mrs. 
Bernice Kessler, form er presi­ 
dent of the Falls board*, was 
thwarted in her bid for the join­ 
ture presidency because she is 
Jewish, he was met with angry 
denials from the audience.

3 Per Cent 


Sales Tax 


Asked In IN J. 


TRENTON (UPI) — T h r e e 
sales tax bills—each the work 
of a Republican and each set­ 
ting the tax at 3 per cent — 
have 
been 
introduced 
in 
the 
state 
legislature 
at 
its 
first 
working session of the year. 
The m easures were put into 
hoppers yesterday by Assembly 
Speaker Alfred N. Beadleston, 
R-Monmouth, who said he was 
fulfilling a November cam paign 
promise, Assemblyman William 
T. Hiering, R-Ocean, who press­ 
ed for sim ilar legislation last 
year, and Sen. Wayne Dumont, 
R-Warren, who has also been 
a leading proponent of a sales 
tax. 


The m easures were expected 
to lie in com mittee until R epub­ 
licans can 
assess the 
sta te’s 
needs and determ ine whether to 
push for their passage. 


Senate Majority Leader Wil­ 
liam 
E. 
Ozzard, 
R-Somerset, 
said he will introduce a sales 
tax m easure of his own soon to 
bring the count to four. 
Accepted Offer 
Ozzard said Gov. Richard J. 
Hughes had accepted his offer 
to work on the broad-base tax 
issue in bipartisan fashion this 
year. However, Beadleston said 
no general promise for a bi­ 
partisan approach had been e x ­ 
tracted from his party at the 
legislative 
leaders 
conference 
with the governor earlier in the 
day. 


Beadleston’s sales tax m eas­ 
ure, unlike those of Dumont and 
Hiering, would become law only 
if voters at a general election 
ratify the m easure. And he said 
he would wait until late spring 
when 
he 
can 
determ ine 
the 
needs of the state before deter­ 
mining whether to put on the 
pressure for his bill which he 
estimates would produce $150 
million annually. 


All three bills exempt food 
for home consumption, prescrip­ 
tion medicines, items already 
taxed by the state, and to vary 
ing degrees, equipment and m a ­ 
terials used by farm ers.

The slayer of accused presi- 
dental assassin Lee Harvey Os­ 
wald trem bled as he spoke to 
newsmen before entering Judge 
Judge Joe B. Brown’s court for 
the second day of his bail bond 


hearing. 


The prosecution charged that 
Ruby had gone to Cuba in 1959, 
nine months after Fidel Castro 
took over, to try to make “ fast” 


“ That is a fabrication,” he 


said. 


He 
said 
he 
went 
to 
Cuba 
with a friend for an 8-to-10-day 
vacation in 1959, a time when 
Castro was in good repute with 
the United States. He said he 
was questioned intensely by Cu­ 
ban police. 


The hearing was approaching 
its climax — whether he will be 
granted freedom on bail pend­ 
ing a 
-lrder trial Feb. 3.

A taxpayer** suit was 
filed today, challenging the 
constitutionality of Penn­ 
sylvania’s legislative reap­ 
portionment. 


Ja ck Sirott and George F e l­ 
ton, both Lower Bucks attorneys, 
filed the suit in the State Su­ 
prem e Court prothonotary’s of­ 
fice in Philadelphia. 


The suit asks the Supreme 
Court to intervene in the suit 
which the court took from the 
Dauphin County courts. 


In their suit, Sirott and Kelton 
contend that Bucks County was 
im properly apportioned in that

the F irst District of tho county 
com prises all municipalities, ex­ 
cept Bristol Borough and Bristol 
Township. 
Their 
suit 
further contends 
that such reapportionm ent a p ­ 
proved by the state legislature

Pennsyl­ 
vania constitution.” 


The original suit seeking to 
declare the reapportionm ent un 
constitutional 
was 
filed 
by 
H arry Butcher of Philadelphia 
against 
the 
secretary 
of the 
Commonwealth. 


If perm itted to intervene, Sir­ 
ott and Kelton will then file a 
complaint 
stating 
fully 
their 
reasons for challenging the con­ 
stitutionality of the reapportion­ 
ment. 


Under the law, enacted by the 
General 
Assembly 
last 
year, 
Bucks stands to gain two repre­ 
sentatives, 
giving 
a 
total 
of 
five. Four would run at-large 
in a Republican-dominated First 
District 
which 
would 
be 
en­ 
larged 
to 
include 
the 
whole 
county, except Bristol Borough 
and Bristol Township. 


County 
D em ocrats 
feel this 
would give the COP a 4-1 edge 
in assemblymen. The num ber of 
state .senators would rem ain the 
sam e in Bucks County—one. 


Until the m atter is settled by 
the courts, Bucks County’s a s ­ 
sembly

Kooker, both Republicans, are

NEW YORK (UPI) — F o rm ­ 
er Vice President Richard M. 
Nixon said yesterday his hat 
is always in the political ring 
and a poll indicates that a m a­ 
jority of GOP voters want it 
then'. 


Either—or both—of these a s ­ 
sumptions could be upset by 
some new international crisis 
(Johnson foresaw continued un­ 
easy peace) or by the refusal 
of the lawm akers to overhaul 
the farm program. 


T reasury

Dillon said the President’s cut 
in 
expenditures 
greatly 
in­ 
creased chances of getting a 
balanced budget in fiscal 1967. 
Previously, the Treasury indi­ 
cated the deficit would not be 
erased until fiscal 1968. 
Johnson, who called the budg­ 
et the first m ajor task con­ 
fronting him after succeeding 
the slain John F. Kennedy, said 
he went on the theory that “ an 
austere budget need not be and 
should not be a standstill budg­ 
et . . . this 
is, 
I 
believe, 
a 
budget of economy and prog­ 
ress.”

sociate of B aker’s who wrote 
an insurance policy on John­ 
son’s life. Reynolds testified ea r­ 
lier this month. 


Peace Plan 


GENEVA (UPI) — President 
Johnson today proposed a five- 
point plan for peace to the 17- 
nation 
disarm am ent 
confer­ 
ence, including an im m ediate 
freeze of strategic weapons. 


In a message to the confer­ 
ence. which resumed after a 
four-month recess, Johnson al­ 
so called 
for a 
ban 
on the 
spread of nuclear weapons and 
on the production of fissionable 
m aterials for atomic bombs. 


He appealed to the confer­ 
ence to end the “ deadly and 
costly 
arm s 
race” 
and 
to 
“ m ark 
1964 as the y ear the 
world turned for all time away 
from the horrors of w ar and 
constructed 
new 
bulwarks 
of 
peace.” 


In line with his position that 
there should he concrete ac­ 
tions instead of vague “ agree­ 
ments in principle.” the Presi­ 
dent keyed his message to “ a 
verified freeze” on the num ber 
and types of strategic nuclear 
missiles and warplanes. 


“ There is only one item on the 
agenda of this conference—it is 
the leading item on the agenda 
of mankind—and that one item 
is peace,” Johnson said. 


He listed these points: 


—Means

threat or use of force to change 
boundaries 
or 
dem arcation 
lines whether by aggression or 
subversion.

The President said “ the Unit­ 
ed States is ready to conclude 
firm agreem ents in these areas 
and to consider any other r e a ­ 
sonable proposal.”

Nominating Committee 
“ I then met with the nomi­ 
nating 
committee.” 
Lipshutz 
continued, “ and asked Trefz and 
Bennington if they knew of this 
event. They said they did not.” 
Aware 
that 
the 
opposition 
would not subside. Lipshutz said 
he then tried to dissuade Mr*. 
Kessler from her bid for the 
presidency 
"for the good of 
Pennsbury.” 
(At the jointure’s December 
meeting. Lower Wakefield and 
Yardley voted for Smith; Falls 
backed Mrs Kessler The join­ 
ture still has no president since 
a majority vote of each com­ 
ponent is needed for elections.) 
A member of the audience 
asked why Mrs. Kessler was 
refused the presidency. 
Mrs. Kessler said three rea­ 
sons were given to her at var­ 
ious times, “ not in public, but 
privately.” She was unaccept­ 
able to Lower Makefield and 
Yardley, she said she was told, 
because, “ I am a woman, my 
husband is employed 
by 
the 
Pennsbury district, and I am 
■political’ 
and 
a 
stooge 
of 
Berkes.” 
Mrs. Kessler admitted t h e 
first two statements, but de­ 
nied the latter. 
“ I am a friend of Berkos, not 
his stooge. In fact, the powers 
attributed to him are pheno- 
nomenal. As for being political. 
every school director in Penn­ 
sylvania is political since we
